and after June 25th the 
rate for natural gas supplied to you will be 36c per thousand cubic feet, less a 
discount 
of2c per thousand, or 34c per thousand, net. 


This is naturally of some interest to you 
and you are entitled to know why this in­ 
crease in price is to be made. We want you 
to read carefully the letter which you re­ 
ceived, and we want you to read this adver­ 
tisement. 


For thirteen years we have been furnishing 
you with gas here in Salem. You have always had 
a good, full supply of gas, and continuous, unin­ 
terrupted service. When neighboring cities, all 
over Ohio, were suffering with a gas shortage last 
winter, here in Salem you had an ample supply, 
and never knew, except through reading of cases 
in other cities, what a gas shortage was. 


Your Gas Company is proud of this record, 
and we believe that the people of Salem are proud 
of it, too. We want to maintain that record, and 
you for your own comfort, convenience and health, 
if for nothing else, want us to do so. 


When we first piped gas to Salem, we had to bring it only 
about 8 miles; now we are bringing it some 50 miles or more. 


Then we could get productive shallow sand well by drill­ 
ing 700 or 800 feet; now we are drilling some wells to six or seven 
times that depth. 


Then the natural pressure of the wells p ro filed the gas 
through the pipe line to your home; now we have to erect and 
operate compressor stations to force the gas to our market. 


Then taxes were a minor item, confined to a state excise or 
corporation tax, and the local county tax paid on our property; 
now we pay an income tax, an excise tax, a federal tax and the 
local county tax, and all of these have been vastly increased in 
recent years.
